defeatable, in theſe our priviledges of adoption exceed 
our creation, and now we become better ſonsthen ever, 
as Job after his recovery greaterthenbefore;even the firſt 
fruits of his creatures and thebirthright of them. 

Here we are heirs under age aad in our minority, we 
ſeem therefore littleto differ from ſervants, yeifrom ab- 
jets, wondering often with ourſelves yea doubting how 
God ſhould mean us ſuch excellencies hereafter and yer 
endure that we ſhould be ſobaſe the while, we are as the 
Doves among the pots ſulled with the colour of corrup- 
tion ſmeared with the bafeneſle of aficQions, tanned by 
the ſun of perſecution, made the ſcorn ofmen and ſpeta- 
cle of Angels,. yea we ſervefor meere teniſballs, for ba.

In a 
word this world is a totall eclipſe of our adoption in re- 
ſpe& of other mens efteem 3 yet the ſeedof God for our 
regeneration abides conſtantly in us, as the Sun by his 
- means, it js with us in ſecret far otherwiſe then the malig- 
' nant world could imagin ; if the Jews.could have known 
the Lord of life they would never have killed him, but 
our- honour is purpoſely hidden from them that our 
| baſeneſſe might conforme us here to-our head.
